DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, the phrase "or like device" renders the claim(s) 
indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those 
encompassed by "or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) 
unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Furthermore, applicant uses the phrase "preferably a crotch bar"' in line 3 of claim 
1 . Use of the word "preferably" makes it unclear whether or not a crotch bar is being 
claimed. Clarification is requested in order to define the scope of the claim. 

Finally, the phrase "an optional set of two straps" in lines 1-2 of claim 2 is vague 
and indefinite. Use of the word "optional" renders to scope of the claim unascertainable. 
Are the two straps being claimed and do these elements further limit the structure of the 
invention. Clarification is requested. 

The following words/phrases lack sufficient antecedent basis: 

- said end straps (claim 1 , line 7) 

- the back (claim 2, line 2) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-2 are rejected as best understood under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Robbins et al. (2,591,875). Robbins discloses a device (Figure III) for 
restraining young children in a high chair (Figure V) having a seat (10) and a back 
section (12) and preferably (but not required) a crotch bar, comprising: a middle straps 
member (15) having four straps at each opposite ends (there are two straps attached to 
each end of middle member (15), one strap extends between fastener (19) and strap 
(22), the second strap extends between strap (22) and fastener (19)), fastening means 
(16)(19) for releasably securing together two straps at said ends of said middle strap 
member (15) so that two loops (18) are formed, one at each opposite ends; said end 
straps having an adjustable length (by way of holes (16) to wrap around a child's legs at 
any part of the leg; whereby all fastening manes are out of reach of a small child seated 
in a shopping cart seat, stroller or highchair. An optional set of two straps, one defined 
by the portion of strap 20 extending along the top of seat (10) and the second defined 
by the portion of strap (20) extending along the bottom of seat (1 0) attached at (21 ) to 
the back (unlabeled) of the middle section (15) for the purpose of attaching the device to 
the crotch bar. 



Conclusion 
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7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Vogel (3,042,032); Moritz (391,637); Graupner et al. 
(US2004/008931 1); Grooms (2,610,670); Velarde et al. (6,360,747) ; Daniels 
(4,728,553) ; Belliveau (4,173,974) ; Crompton (6,585,672) and Chapman (6,874,506). 

8. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution.
